t 1» Understood That the Court In About 


Equally Divided—If That is the Case 


the Income Tax 'Law "Will J?all 


to t.ho Ground.

WASHINGTON, March 
26.—The 
su- 


preme courtroom was packed Monday 
3y a crowd which rivaled- the crush 
,hat filled it during the hearing'of the 
ncome tax cases, the most of those 
vho thronged the chamber, were drawn 
,he*re by the expectation that u decis- 
on on those cases would be rendered. 
Not a word was said about them,'how- 
ever, and the announcement of the 
court's determination will be deferred 
:or a week at least, and possibly for 
.wo. 
This is the usual length of time re- 


quired for the consideration of a case 
and the rendering of a formal de'cision, 
It is slow work. Immediately after 
;he hearing of a case, or soon after as 
may be, the court gets together for 
consultation, and 
each 
-justi'ee an- 


nounces his opinion. 


If the opinion is unanimous tho court 


selects one of its members to write it 
out. If it is divided each faction se- 
ects its own spokesman. 
Then comes 


the writing of the opinions, which is a 
.ong, 
laborious and exhaustive task. 


When the first drafts have been 


made they are read to the respective 
jroups for revision, as each opinion is 
supposed to be entirely satisfactory to 
each of the justices who sign. • After 
this revision the opinions are printed 
and then read again as before and 
asrain revised. 


This is the method followed even in 


i,he most insignificant cases, and the 
process usually occupies a.t least a fort- 
light. 
In a case so far-reaching as 


the income tax it is not likely that the 
time occupied would be less, although 
the court had taken a week's recess in 
order to be free ,,from other business. 
The probability is that the decision 
will be announced on April S, but it is 
possible on April 1. 


Tire decision of the court has already 


been reached, although the opinions 
are not yet ready, for publication. Im- 
mediately after the court went into 
executive session ou the income tax 
cases, and spent a full day in earnest 
consultation before taking a vote. 


What that vote was nobody outside 


the court has the slightest inkling, .for 
more 
than 
customary 
caution 


has been taken to prevent its !o:ik- 
ing out. It is known that the court 
was divided, and that was about all, 
and there is some reason for the pre- 
sumption that it is'divided equally. 


If "that is the case the income tax law 


falls to the ground, as the manner in 
which it comes before the court makes 
a tie -equivalent to an adverse decision. 


Thi'-opponents of the law are said to 


be Justices Gray, Harlan. Shiras and 
Field, while Justices White, Fuller, 
Brown and Brewer are quoted as fa- 
vorably inclined to the theory of it: 
constitutionality.

ommanding the Manitoba legislature 
0 pass laws granting Manitoba Catho- 
ics separate Schools reached here from 
ittawa Sunday, and will be taken up 
1 the legislature Tuesday, 
The pro- 


ince is overwhelmnigly in favor of 
ational schools as against separate, 
nd the order' by the dominion gov- 
rnment has created much indigna- 
ion. The legislature will undoubted- 
y reject the dominion government's 
rder. 
Premier Greenway and all his minis- 
ers defiantly declare that they will 
esist to the bitter end the restoration 
f Catholic schools. The excitement 
s intense. 
In the churches preachers 


Sunday confined their remarks to the 
mpending struggle, Protestant preach- 
rs urging Protestants to stand firm 
against the remedial order, and the 
latholic clergy appealing to their flock's 
o never give up the fight. 
The Orangemen, of course, are tak- 


ng a hand. Maj. Stewart Mulvey, 
jrand master of the Orangemen, said 
n "an interview: "It cost Canada $8,- 
00,000 to subdue the half breeds on 
he banks of the Saskatchewan in 1863. 
low many millions will it take to 
make slaves of the people of Manitoba 
jy subjecting them to the Catholic 
lierarcby?" 


A few who foresee the consequences 


are nrging moderation, but the spirit 


faction is so fierce their counsels are 


unheeded. It seems now that if an at- 
ernpt is made to enforce the governor- 
•eneral's order revolution will be in* 
evi table. 


Upon entering the confederation oi 
!anadian provinces twenty-five yeara 
ago the population of Manitoba con- 
sisted almost entirely of French Ro- 
man Catholics. 
After the half-breed 


rebellion had been, suppressed the 
?rench Catholics finally consented to 
the union, Sir Donald A. Smith giving 
a pledge for the government that their 
schools and language should not be in- 
;erferecl with. Twenty years after, in 
consequence of the immigration from 
England and other Canadian provinces, 
:he Catholics found themselves very 
.argely outnumbered by the Protests 
ants. 


In 1888 there was a deadlock in the 


Manitoba legislature. The conserva- 
tives were in office, but circumstances 
made it necessary for them to have a 
new minister elected in order to retain 
power. 
The candidate for minister 


was Joseph Burke, a Frenchman and a 
Catholic. The constituency for which 
he was nominated was overwhelm- 
ingly 
Catholic. 
The 
conservatives 


sought to elect him by declaring that 
should their government be beaten the 
liberals 
would 
abolish 
parochial 


schools. 
The liberal leaders, Thomas 


Greenway and Joseph Martin, prom- 
ised that if Burke was defeated and the 
liberals came into power the parochial 
schools would not be interfered with. 
Burke was defeated. 
Greenway be- 


came premier and Martin attorney- 
general. 


Two years later Martin introduced In 


the legislature a measure abolishing 
parochial 
schools, and establishing 


what is called a national school sys- 
tem, but which Catholics contend is a 
Protestant school system. 
Then be- 


gan a legal battle in the courts, the 
Catholic majority of Quebec coming to 
the aid of their coreligionists in Mani- 
toba, making it a dominion fight. 


The supreme court of Canada, sit- 


ting at Ottawa, declared that Boman 
Catholics have a constitutional fight 
to their schools. 
The Manitoba gov- 


ernment carried an 
appeal 
to the 


privy council of England, the highesl 
tribunal in the realm, which decided 
that Catholics, as such, have no consti- 
tional rights. 


The Catholics appealed for redress to 


the 
Dominion 
government, which 


dodged a dangerous political issue by 
saying it had no power to interfere. 
Back the Catholics went to the privy 
council, which declared that the Cath 
olics of Manitoba have a real griev 
ance, and that it is within the power o: 
the Dominion government to gran' 
them remedial legislation. The Cath- 
olics thereupon again applied to the 
Dominion government. 


There was a bitter conflict in the 


cabinet, but finally the governor gen- 
eral, on the advice of the Dominion 
ministers, issued a few day sago a rem- 
edial order calling upon the govern- 
ment of Manitoba-'to restore the Cath- 
olic parochial schools. 
This is the or- 


der which is likely to precipitate a rev- 
olution. 


Later—Owing to formalities in copy 


ing the order, it is probable the discus 
sion on separate schools will not come 
up in the legislature until Wednesday 


The remedial order makes a demand 


upon the Manitoba government to 
abolish the clauses of the education 
act doing away with separate schools. 
The ministers say this will never be 
done.

Blade itself believes in prohibition. It 
seeks to prohibit all parties from de- 
bauching the ballot box but its own 
henchmen.

This 
is fair and right towards all classes, 
saloon keepers as well as other business 
men. We all desire the protection of 
our laws, and hence are expected to 
render them a reasonable and fair obe- 
dience. The saloouist knows this just 
as well as other business men do, and 
they have just the samp, right to prose- 
cute their business under the law that 
other men have concerning' theirs.

and hence seeks to administer Ihe law 
without extortion or oppression to- 
wards those who violate the law.

is no pleasure to him to assess fines 
and imprisonment and whatever he 
does in the direction of the -perfor- 
mance 
of his duty is with 
much 


reluctance. He is by no means a per- 
sonal enemy to the saloon keeper, 
or dram drinker as many are prone 
to consider him to be, but a real 
friend and may be relied upon for the 
excercise of charity in cases of dis- 
tress. I am now past sixty-three years 
of age and have never yet taken oeca 
sion to file an affidavit against a saloo 
keeper or intoxicated person.
